The seasonal adjustment method applied to economic 
time series at Statistics Canada is a computerized 
ratio-to-moving average method. The standard 
computer program used is the Statistics Canada 
X-11-ARIMA seasonal adjustment method. Seasonal 
adjustment removes the effect of repetitive intra-year 
variations resulting from normal differences in weather, 
holidays with invariable dates, or other events which 
repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better look at 
the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted series will 
contain irregular fluctuations. Small changes between 
months in the adjusted series may simply be erratic 
movements and, to obtain a clearer idea of the 
underlying trend, users should examine the adjusted - 
series over a number of months. The MCD, or Months 
for Cyclical Dominance, in a table containing seasonally 
adjusted series, indicates the smallest soan of months 
for which the average percent change without regard to 
sign in the trend cycle is greater than that in the 
irregular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

The seasonal adjustment method applied to economic 
time series at Statistics Canada is a computerized 
ratio-to-moving average method. The standard 
computer program used is the Statistics Canada 
X-11-ARIMA seasonal adjustment method. Seasonal 
adjustment removes the effect of repetitive intra-year 
variations resulting from normal differences in weather, 
holidays with invariable dates, or other events which 
repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better look at 
the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted series will 
contain irregular fluctuations. Small changes between 
months in the adjusted series may simply be erratic 
movements and, to obtain a clearer idea of the 
underlying trend, users should examine the adjusted 
series over a number of months. The MCD, or Months 
for Cyclical Dominance, in a table containing seasonally 
adjusted series, indicates the smallest soan of months 
for which the average percent change without regard to 
sign in the trend cycle is greater than that in the 
irregular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend. 
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Financial Activity in Canada 
Third Quarter 1983 


During the third quarter domestic non-financial sectors 
borrowed $11,282 million on conventional credit 
markets, which represents 10.6% of Gross National 
Expenditure. Although a marked increase over the 5.6% 
recorded in the same period a year earlier, this level of 
borrowing activity is low relative to the 18% recorded in 
the third quarter of 1981. Compared to the second 
quarter, there was a reduction in demand for 
conventional credit market funds by most of these 
sectors; borrowing by all levels of government, 
characterized by increased use of short term 
instruments, remained at about 58% of this total. 
Private non-financial corporations increased share 
issues and increased the pace of reductions in bank 
loans, continuing trends begun toward the end of 1982. 
The personal sector’s increases in mortgage borrowing 
and consumer credit moderated. 


Economic activity continued its recovery for a third 
consecutive quarter, with output increasing by 3.2% 
nominally (2% in real terms), Seasonally adjusted. 
Demand for consumer durables, especially for furniture 
and appliances remained strong. The latter were 
exempted from sales tax in Ontario until August and 
were influenced by increased purchases of housing in 
previous quarters. Residential investment was reduced; 
housing starts declined after the end of the Canadian 
Home Ownership Stimulation Program in May. 
Purchases of existing houses also fell during the third 
quarter. Business fixed capital formation remained 
weak. Corporate profits continued to increase, but 
remained below levels of early 1981. 


At the beginning of the quarter, with a continuing 
current account surplus alleviating downward pressure 
on the U.S. dollar value of the Canadian dollar, 
short-term interest rates in Canada were kept at a level 
slightly below their U.S. counterparts. Concern over the 
rapid growth of the money supply leading to increased 
inflation, as well as anticipated government deficit 
financing requirements led to upward pressure on long 
term rates in the U.S. which increased by about 20 
basis points in July and a further 40 by mid-August. 
Short-term rates in the U.S. followed with increases of 
20-40 basis points in August which contributed to a 
strengthening of the U.S. dollar. The value of the 
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Canadian dollar, which had started the quarter at $U.S. 
81.4, fell to $U.S. 80.74. 


During this period, long term rates in Canada kept pace 
with increases in the U.S. but short-term rates increased 
only slightly. When U.S. and Canadian rates started to 
decline during late August, the Bank of Canada sold 
Treasury bills, moderating short-term rate declines; by 
the end of the quarter the differential on interest rates 
between Canada and the U.S. was in Canada’s favor. 
The Canadian dollar closed the quarter at $U.S. 81.09. 


Interest rates increased by 7 to 20 basis points over the 
quarter; most of the steepening of the yield curve in the 
early part of the quarter disappeared by the end of the 

quarter. 


The personal sector’s mortgage borrowing of $2690 
million, less than the $3382 million of the previous 
quarter, reflects the reduction in housing construction 
and resale activity. Increases in 5 year mortgage rates 
from 13% to 13.5% in late July and to 14% in late 
August may have been a factor, although short-term 
mortgage rates remained constant. The increase in 
consumer credit of $1159 million continues the increase 
of the previous quarter ($1578 million), after a period of 
a year and a half when consumer credit outstanding 
was reduced. Personal sector borrowing reflects recent 
high savings rates (15.1% of personal disposable 
income in 1982 and 12.6% so far in 1983) to the extent 
that accumulated assets are used to reduce debt or 
finance expenditure. 


In the third quarter of 1983, the financing requirements 
of general government totalled $7915 million, or 7.5% of 
Gross National Expenditure. Net sales of federal 
government bonds amounted to $1346 million during 
the quarter; as usual, most of them were bought by 
insurance companies and pension plans ($677 million) 
and the Bank of Canada ($552 million). Persons and 
unincorporated business reduced their bond holdings 
(especially savings bonds) $-806 million. 


On September 30, 1983, average yields on federal 
government marketable bonds with maturities of 1-3 


years, 3-5 years, 5-10 years and over 10 years were 
9.27%, 10.25%, 11.24% and 11.76% respectively. The 
return to a positive yield structure since the end of 1982 
reflects the stabilization of interest rates, and a renewed 
interest in longer-term issues (in the third quarter of 
1983, 25% of gross new issues had maturities in excess 
of 20 years, whereas there were none in excess of five 
years during the same period in 1982). Treasury bill 
issues have been rising steadily in recent quarters, 
totalling $3400 million, $4200 million and $4500 million 
in the first, second and third quarters of 1983. At the 
same time, yield differentials between Treasury bills and 
the marketable bond average climbed sharply, from 42 
basis points in September 1982 to 135 points in 
September 1983, in favour of Treasury bills. 


It is also interesting to note that in the last three 
quarters, banks and near-banks alone absorbed 46% of 
the federal government’s net issues of Treasury bills and 
marketable bonds, compared with 7% during the same 
period in 1982. Net purchases of federal marketable 
bonds by the rest of the world plunged from $1829 
million in the first three quarters of 1982 to $8 million in 
the same period in 1983. This trend can be related to 
the movement of interest rates in the United States, 
which remained generally high in comparison with 
Canadian rates. 


Provincial governments raised $850 million in net new 
funds through bond issues, a rather small amount 
compared with recent quarters. However, they issued a 
relatively large amount ($778 million) of short-term 
paper, including almost $700 million in Treasury bills, 
mostly by Ontario. The principal buyers of provincial 
bonds were the rest of the world, social security funds 
and insurance companies and pension funds. Again, 
yield differentials seem to be the reason behind this 
decline in provincial bond issues. While average 
long-term yields on provincial bonds stabilized 
somewhat at the end of 1982, short-term paper yields 
continued their downward trend until later in 1983. 
Local governments continued to reduce borrowing 
(bank loans and other types of loans), but so far have 
not made up the difference with an increase in bond 
issues. 


Non-financial government enterprises raised $789 
million in net new bond issues, and short-term 

paper was up by $270 million. Most of this 

activity was by provincial enterprises. While net 
provincial bond issues ($880 million) are typical of this 
sector, the same cannot be said for short-term paper, 
which increased by a record $270 million as a result of 
an issue by a large hydro-electric company. 


Public financial institutions were not very active on the 
financial markets during the quarter, with the exception 
of an issue of almost $500 million in short-term paper by 
the Export Development Corporation. 


Non-financial private corporations’ net borrowing 
requirements amounted to only $549 million 

in the third quarter. While profits and retained 
earnings continued to improve, gross fixed capital 


formation showed little strength. Inventory decumulation 
appeared to have largely run its course. 


Of the financing activity that these companies 
undertook on conventional credit markets — raising 
$565 million in net new funds — much was directed 
towards restructuring balance sheets, lengthening debt 
maturities and improving debt to equity ratios. 


Bank loans were paid down by $3100 million. The fourth 
consecutive quarterly reduction, this represents nearly a 
doubling of paydown over the last quarter and is a 
significant reversal of the increases running from late 
1980 through the third quarter of 1982. In addition, 
other loans were reduced by $335 million — a fivefold 
reduction over the second quarter of 1983. 


Net repayments can be attributed to improved profits 
and increased use of other forms of financing, in 
particular, equities and short-term paper. 


Equities raised $1967 million, the highest amount since 
early 1981. This represents a 44% increase over the 2nd 
quarter and continues a four quarter period of growth, 
corresponding to improving share prices. The TSE 300 
closed at 2499 at the end of September, up from 2459 
in July. In early August, a small correction for excessive 
price earnings ratios occurred. 


There were significant offerings by metal mines, utilities, 
retail department stores, as well as producers of mineral 
fuels, chemicals and paper and industries involved in 
gas distribution. 


Much stock market activity was propelled by 
institutional investors whose bond portfolios had gained 
value because of the late summer fall in rates. In 
particular, trusteed pension plans increased holdings by 
$880 million ($2.8 million in the first three quarters of 
1983); segregated funds and life insurance companies 
together increased holdings by $155 million and the rest 
of the world by $481 million. 


A high percentage of these issues took the form of 
common shares — 81% in the third quarter. This was 
roughly double the percentage of the previous two years 
and served to reduce debt to equity ratios. 


Short-term paper raised $836 million, up 41% from the 
2nd quarter and provided a further shift from bank 
loans. This could be attributed to the 165 to 196 basis 
point differential between the chartered banks prime 
and the rates on thirty to ninety day short-term paper. 


Net new bond issues raised $555 million — down 60% 
from the second quarter. This reduced growth could be 
attributed to a disinclination to incur long-term debt 
heightened by a mid-summer edging up of long-term 
rates. 


On balance, large manufacturers reduced debt issues 
outstanding — although there were substantial issues in 
the distilling and brewing industries. Other major issues 
occurred in the service sector — in particular in respect 
of services to business management, pipelines and gas 
distribution. 
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Of the claims of associated enterprises, a substantial 
amount was related to the sale by non-residents of 
direct investment interests within the Canadian mining 
sector. 


With the net paydowns of corporate loans, chartered 
banks purchased $1.6 billion in Treasury bills. Although 
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this was down slightly from the 2nd quarter, it was the 
fifth consecutive quarter of substantial net purchases. 
These provide considerable cushioning against loan 
losses and correspond to a steadily increasing 
secondary reserve ratio. The latter, comprising excess 
primary reserves, day loans and Treasury bills, rose 135 
percentage points trom July to September.

A Note on the Role of Leading Indicators in 
the Statistical System 


Policy-makers and decision-makers in both the 
government and private sectors are making increased 
and more sophisticated uses of quarterly national 
accounts and of other macro-economic frameworks in 
order to evaluate the current performance of the 
economy and to detect its underlying trends. However, 
by the time users have access to the elaborate 
frameworks which allow them to analyze the economy in 
a relatively disciplined fashion, events with 
consequences for the near and medium term future may 
have already taken place. The first quantitative 
manifestation of current economic developments often 
occurs in a group of indicators that lead cyclical 
movements in the economy and that can be assembled 
rapidly as events unfold. Consequently it is not 
surprising that ‘‘leading indicators’ have long played a 
role in assessing current economic conditions. In the 
last decade the increased severity of recessions 
worldwide has disabused most analysts of the notion 
that the business cycle is dead and has rekindled 
interest in the leading indicator approach to economic 
analysis. Since the early 1970s the number of 
organizations, both in Canada and elsewhere, that have 
developed indicator systems to monitor economic 
developments is quite impressive. All of this activity has 
stimulated inquiries into the nature of the work being 
carried out and into possible directions of evolution of 
indicator systems. 


These inquiries have led Statistics Canada to develop a 
set of theoretical guidelines that are useful in 
constructing, evaluating, or in guiding the evolution of 
leading indicator systems. Also, technical advances in 
data smoothing have been utilized so that the number 
of false signals emitted by the leading index has been 
minimized while preserving the maximum amount of 
lead time. A paper on these topics was published in the 
May 1982 issue of Current Economic Analysis 
(catalogue number 13-004E). Within the limits of this 
note we can only be suggestive and indicate that a 
leading indicator system should be structured as much 
as possible like the framework (e.g. the quarterly 
national accounts) that it is intended to complement, 
and it must contain a broad enough range of 


component indicators to enable the system to warn of 
cyclical changes that may be generated by any ofa 
large variety of causal mechanisms. Although the 
current version of Statistics Canada’s leading indicator 
system does not incorporate all the implications of the 


theoretical guidelines, along with the guidelines, it 
constitutes a useful addition to the indicator systems in 
Canada, and will become increasingly more so as the 
system evolves in accordance with the theoretical 
principles underlying its development.

The seasonal adjustment method applied to economic 


time series at Statistics Canada is a computerized 
ratio-to-moving average method. The standard 
computer program used is the Statistics Canada 
X-11-ARIMA seasonal adjustment method. Seasonal! 
adjustment removes the effect of repetitive intra-year 
variations resulting from normal differences in weather, 
holidays with invariable dates, or other events which 
repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better look at 
the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted series will 
contain irregular fluctuations. Small changes between 
months in the adjusted series may simply be erratic 
movements and, to obtain a clearer idea of the 
underlying trend, users should examine the adjusted 
series over a number of months. The MCD, or Months 
for Cyclical Dominance, in a table containing seasonally 
adjusted series, indicates the smallest soan of months 
for which the average percent change without regard to 
sign in the trend cycle is greater than that in the 
irregular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

Gross National Product 


Fourth Quarter and Preliminary Annual 1983 
Advance Information 


Gross National Product rose 1.0% in the fourth quarter 
of 1983 to a level of $400.6 billion, seasonally adjusted 
at annual rates. Combined with virtually no change in 
the level of overall prices, real GNP rose 0.9%. Although 
this represented a slowing from the average rates of 
increase of 1.9% recorded in the first three quarters, the 
recovery phase of the business cycle was virtually 
completed as real GNP reached 99.7% of its peak level 
of the second quarter of 1981. 


For the year as a whole, Gross National Product rose 
9.0% to a level of $388.7 billion. After allowing for an 
increase of 5.8% in the overall implicit deflator, real 
GNP rose 3.0% in the year. This followed a decline of 
4.4% in real activity in 1982. 


The recovery of economic activity in 1983 was broadly 
based with major contributions from a sharply lower 
rate of inventory decumulation, a 3.1% increase in real 
personal expenditure, a 9.0% recovery in the volume of 
merchandise exports, and a 27.6% increase in 
residential construction activity. Continued weakness in 
business investment in plant and equipment was the 
major restraining factor. A sharp reduction in inflation 
was evident as the overall implicit deflator rose 5.8% 
compared to 10.1% in 1982. 


The swing in non-farm business inventories of $3.3 
billion (which was the result of a decline in stocks of 
$3.4 billion in 1982 and virtually no change in 1983) was 
the equivalent of 83% of the increase in real GNP. The 
year was characterized by continued declines in stocks 
in the first two quarters and a resumption of inventory 
investment in the latter half of the year. Declining short 
term interest costs associated with holding inventories 
was a major factor in the improvement of the 
profitability of firms in the year. The moderate recovery 
of stocks in the latter half of the year despite the more 
rapid improvement in final demand, probably indicated 
an attempt on the part of firms to keep associated 
interest costs low. 


The recovery of personal expenditures was 
concentrated in the interest-rate sensitive components 
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as purchases of durables rose 10.7% in volume (most 
notably passenger cars, furniture and appliances) 
relative to the 1.6% increase in other expenditures. The 
underlying weakness in most categories of consumer 
spending is likely a result of weak income growth. 
Personal disposable income grew only 5.1% in 1983 in 
nominal terms. This was the second consecutive year in 
which disposable income did not grow as fast as the 
implicit deflator for personal expenditure, leaving real 
personal disposable income slightly below 1981 levels. 


Residential construction, the other major interest-rate 
sensitive component of the economy, recovered sharply 
in the first half of the year, rising 38% in volume from the 
fourth quarter of 1982 to the second quarter of 1983. 
This corresponded to a drop in the 5 year conventional 
mortgage rate from 15.0% to 13.1% and the impact of 
the Canadian Home Ownership Stimulation Program. 
Activity declined in the latter half of the year following 
the end of the program in May and the leveling off of 
mortgage rates. 


Strength in export demand (up 6.6% in current dollars) 
corresponded to a recovery of economic activity in the 
United States, which proceeded with a similar 
momentum to that in Canada. Import demand also 
picked up in 1983 (up 7.6% in current dollars) in 
conjunction with improved demand in the Canadian 
economy. This left the nominal merchandise trade 
surplus down only $297 million from the record $18.3 
billion surplus recorded in 1982, and total net exports in 
a surplus for the second consecutive year. 


Business investment in plant and equipment continued 
to decline in 1983, down 12.2% in real terms compared 
to a drop of 11.2% in 1982. Despite the sharp 
improvement in profits in the year, (corporate profits 
before taxes rose 53% in 1983) corporate balance 
sheets had not fully recovered as debt to equity ratios 
remained high and liquidity ratios low. Capacity 
utilization rates in manufacturing increased with the 
recovery in activity but by the third quarter still 
remained 10 percentage points below pre-recession 
levels. Preliminary results of the Department of Regional 
and Industrial Expansion survey of investment intentions 


of large firms indicate that the weakness may continue 
into 1984. 


Labour income continued to slow despite the upturn in 
employment for the year, rising 5.6% in 1983 following a 
7.4% increase in 1982. Paid-worker employment rose 
0.5%, following a 3.6% decline in the previous year. The 
implied sharp slowdown in average earnings in 1983 
was due to a combination of lower wage increases in 
the year and a shift in the composition of employment 
to a higher proportion of part-time workers. 


This slowdown in labour income growth was a major 
source of the weakness in personal income in the year. 
Consistent with the high levels of spending on durable 
goods, the flow of savings was reduced such that the 
personal savings fell from 15.1% of personal disposable 
income in 1982 to 12.9% in 1983. 


The total government sector deficit rose to a level of 
$22.7 billion on a national accounts basis, an increase 
of $3.8 billion in 1983 following an increase of $15.1 
billion recorded in 1982. Total expenditures slowed to 
an increase of 10.0% following an increase of 16.4% in 
1982, largely due to slower growth in wages and 
salaries, transfer payments and interest on the public 
debt. Government revenues rose at a slightly faster rate 
than in 1982, up 8.7%, largely due to the increase in 
corporate tax liabilities. 


Fourth Quarter Detail 

The major source of growth in real activity in the fourth 
quarter was the strong performance of merchandise 
exports, up 8.5% in volume following an increase of 
1.2% in the third quarter. This largely reflected buoyant 
final domestic demand in the United States, which has 
risen on average 1.3% per quarter throughout the year 
of 1983. The slowing of the recovery in Canada in the 
fourth quarter was largely attributable to weak final 
domestic demand. Residential construction and 
business investment in plant and equipment declined at 
accelerated rates in the fourth quarter, and the recovery 
of consumer expenditure slowed. Concurrently with the 
slowing of final domestic demand, paid-worker 
employment decelerated to an increase of 0.5% from 
1.2% in the third quarter. The pace of inventory 
investment continued at moderate rates in the quarter 
despite the sharp recovery in the volume of sales of 
goods since the fourth quarter of 1982. The 
acceleration of export demand was widespread across 
commodity groups with the largest increase recorded in 
exports of motor vehicle products. Import demand 
slowed in the fourth quarter so that the nominal 
merchandise trade balance rose $2.4 billion to a level of 


$18.4 billion at annual rates. With virtually no change in 
the non-merchandise deficit, net exports recorded a 
$0.4 billion surplus, after a $1.7 billion deficit in the third 
quarter. 


The volume of personal expenditures rose 0.8% in the 
fourth quarter, a slight deceleration from the 1.3% 
increase recorded in the third. Demand for automobiles 
was the major source of strength and purchases of 
durable goods have surpassed pre-recession levels. 
When automobiles are excluded, personal expenditure 
on goods was unchanged in the fourth quarter 
(compared to an increase of 1.0% when they are 
included), indicating that Christmas spending was 
relatively sluggish in 1983. Personal expenditure on 
services continued to grow at moderate rates, up 0.6% 
in the quarter. 


Business fixed investment fell 4.3% in volume in the 
fourth quarter following a decline of 1.5% in the third. 
Residential investment dropped 11.9% as new housing 
construction activity continued to decline following the 
rapid pace of the recovery recorded in the first half of 
1983. The drop in construction was reinforced by 
declines in the volume of alterations and real estate 
commissions. Renewed weakness was recorded for 
business investment in plant and equipment in the 
fourth quarter. Investment in machinery and equipment 
fell slightly in volume following two quarters of 
increases. This largely reflected a slowing demand for 
industrial machinery and equipment as expenditures on 
commercial vehicles remained strong. Non-residential 
construction continued to decline in the fourth quarter, 
down a further 3.4% in real terms. 


Inventory investment continued at moderate rates in the 
fourth quarter with accumulations recorded for virtually 
all industry groups. As mentioned above, the rate of 
inventory investment has been very sluggish to date, 
relative to the recovery in demand. This slow rate of 
inventory investment may continue into early 1984 given 
the most recent business conditions survey where the 
majority of manufacturers judged inventory levels to be 
“about right’, despite the low stock-to-sales ratio. 


The overall implicit deflator was virtually unchanged in 
the fourth quarter. Much of the deceleration, however, 
was due to weight shifts within inventories rather than 
price changes. The implicit deflator for GNE excluding 
inventories rose 0.6% relative to the 0.7% increase 
recorded in the third quarter. This is more reflective of 
the stabilization evident in other aggregate measures of 
inflation in the fourth quarter. 
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Labour income growth decelerated in tandem with 
employment growth in the fourth quarter, rising only 
0.9%, following an increase of 2.3% in the previous 
quarter. The slowing was attributable to declines in the 
forestry, mining and construction industries due to lower 
employment. The personal savings rate dropped to 
12.3% in the fourth quarter, a rate more reflective of the 
savings flows for the year. The savings rate was 
irregularly high in the third quarter due to the delay of 
personal income tax refunds this year. 
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The growth of corporate profits also slowed in the fourth 
quarter rising only 4.2% relative to average increases of 
14.5% in the previous four quarters. While the increases 
in the previous quarters had been largely due to a 
combination of rising sales and declining interest costs, 
the increase in the fourth quarter was mainly 
attributable to higher sales. Lower profit increases were 
most evident in retail and wholesale trade industries, 
while the largest increase was recorded in the 
automobile industry.

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In 1983 Gross National Product at market prices rose 9.0% to a level of $388.7 billion. After allowing for price increases real 
GNP rose 3.0% following a decline of 4.4% in 1982. 
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Gross National Product at market prices, seasonally adjusted at annual rates rose to a level of $400.6 billion in the fourth 
quarter of 1983, an increase of 1.0%. In real terms the growth was 0.9%. 
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Wages, salaries and supplementary labour income and military pay and allowances increased 5.6% in 1983 compared toa7.5% 
growth in 1982. Corporation profits before taxes showed a strong 52.8% increase following a decline of 36.1% in the previous 
year, while interest and miscellaneous investment income had increases of 6.7% and 5.2% in 1982 and 1983.

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In 1983 exports and imports of goods and services rose 6.6% and 7.6% respectively resulting in a drop in the surplus on goods 
and services from $1.6 billion in 1982 to $0.7 billion in 1983. 
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In the fourth quarter of 1983, exports of goods and services advanced 7.6% while imports rose 5.6%. The merchandise trade 
surplus increased by $2.4 billion to a level of $18.4 billion. 
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A sharply lower rate of inventory decumulation, a3.1% increase in real personal expenditure, a 9.0% recovery in the volume of 


merchandise exports and a 27.6% increase in residential construction activity were the major contributors to the recovery of j 
economic activity in 1983. t

The seasonal adjustment method applied to economic 
time series at Statistics Canada is a computerized 
ratio-to-moving average method. The standard 
computer program used is the Statistics Canada 
X-11-ARIMA seasonal adjustment method. Seasonal 
adjustment removes the effect of repetitive intra-year 
variations resulting from normal differences in weather, 
holidays with invariable dates, or other events which 
repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better look at 
the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted series will 
contain irregular fluctuations. Small changes between 
months in the adjusted series may simply be erratic 
movements and, to obtain a clearer idea of the 
underlying trend, users should examine the adjusted 
series Over a number of months. The MCD, or Months 
for Cyclical Dominance, in a table containing seasonally 
adjusted series, indicates the smallest span of months 
for which the average percent change without regard to 
sign in the trend cycle is greater than that in the 
irregular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

Observations 


Canada’s Young Family Home-Owners 
This is another in the Census Content Series of 
popular publications, based on 1981 Census data. 
Canada’s Young Family Home-owners has six full- 
page charts, three tables, and a complementary text 
which is straightforward and non-technical. 


The family has always been the prime consuming unit 
of non-rental housing. Young families (in which the 
wife or lone parent is 35 years of age or younger) are 
particularly motivated towards owning a house in 
which to raise children or to invest in the future — 
much as their parents did before them. 


The rate of home ownership is inversely related to the 
size of a community. Only half of the 75% of young 
families living in urban areas own their own homes, 
while 90% of all young families who live in rural farm 
areas are home-owners. 


Although single houses were the dwelling type chosen 
by four out of five young families purchasing a home, 
the percentage owning such dwellings actually de- 
clined between 1971 and 1981. Nevertheless, most of 
Canada’s young family home-owners lived in recently 
built, well-maintained houses, without overcrowding. 


While most young family home-owners do not spend 
more than 30% of their family income on shelter 
costs, this is not the case for female lone-parent 
families who owned their own homes. 


The forty percent of young families who were renting 
in 1981 are potential home-owners; their decision to 
purchase could have a positive impact on the housing 
industry in the future. 


This study discusses many aspects of the subject from 
the quality of shelter, and regional differences — to 
shelter costs and average family incomes. Canada’s 
Young Family Home-owners will be of interest to every 
Canadian who has a family, and will be particularly 
useful to students and professionals interested in the 
social and demographic issues of the eighties.

The Elderly In Canada 

Population aging is a major social issue. Not only do 
the elderly have special needs which have an impact 
on the health, housing, travel, investment and food 
industries, but as a growing minority, their political

influence as voters is increasing significantly. The 
Elderly In Canada examines the implications of popu- 
lation aging, using data from the 1981 Census. 


In 1981, nearly 10 in every 100 Canadians were aged 
65 or older. While the number of elderly people 
increased 36% in the last decade, the number of 
children under 15 decreased 14% so that by 1981 
the population consisted of 431 elderly persons for 
every 1,000 children, as opposed to 273 per 1,000 in 
1971. This has immediate implications for market 
researchers and planners who must gear products 
and services towards a progressively increasing mar- 
ket of older persons. 


The process of population aging has occurred in all 
developed countries of the world subject to a low birth 
rate. The century-long decline in our birth rate (with 
the exception of the baby boom years 1946 - 1966) 
to a low of 16 per 1,000 population in 1971/1981 has 
been the primary cause of population aging in 
Canada. 


Life expectancy has also increased. For example, in 
1931, life expectancy at birth for men was 59.6 years; 
fifty years later it was 71.5 years. Women increased 
their life expectancy to an even greater extent, from 
61.8 to 78.7 years; this partly accounts for an imbal- 
ance between the sexes where women over 85 years 
of age outnumber men two to one. Male losses during 
the Second World War also accentuate female pre- 
dominance among the aged. 


Contrary to popular belief, over 90% of the elderly 
people live in private households — not in institutions. 
Women tend to outlive their partners and are less 
likely to remarry; consequently, as many as 32% of 
the elderly women live alone, compared with only 
13% of the elderly men. By the same token, 53% of 
the elderly men live in a private household with only 
their spouse, compared with 30% of the elderly 
women. 


The Elderly In Canada focuses on some of the major 
demographic and socio-economic characteristics of 
Canada’s senior citizens, including place of resi- 
dence, education, income, ethnic composition and 
place of birth data. It concludes by linking population 
projections for the elderly to the present concerns of 
social planners who must design the welfare systems 
of the next century. This publication is part of the 
Census Content Series of non-technical publications 
featuring many charts and tables.
